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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's response 5/28/02 of has been considered with the following results. 
The amendment to the title of the invention is greatly appreciated, and has been entered. 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every feature of 
the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the limitations of claim 3 must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 5/28/02 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Claim 3 requires specific ability/limitations with respect to the manufacturing of the lens, which are 
not depicted in any of the figures. Since this is a feature applicant is attempting to protect, the 
examiner respectfully concludes such limitations need to be clearly depicted in accordance with 
standard USPTO practice. 

Claim Rejections- 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application 
published under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 
States for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a). 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by JP 8-315404. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/28/02 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant has yet to perfect their priority papers in order to overcome this rejection. Although applicant 
acknowledges his ability to do so, he has yet to perfect his priority papers, and hence the rejection is 
maintained. 

3. Claims 1-3,6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Watanabe et al. 
As far as the examiner can ascertain, lens 7 meets the claimed limitations. 

4. Claims 1-4,6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being-anticipated by Yamamoto et al. 
Applicant's attention is drawn to the description of element 4, wherein the particular shape as 
described by claim 1 is depicted, and the particular na range is noted in its description. With 
respect to the manufacturing limitations of claim 3, the examiner considers such to either be 
inherently present in the manufacturing of the lens in Yamamoto et al or obvious, i.e., glass 
molding using dies is considered a well-known technique in manufacturing lenses. The wave front 
aberration range is disclosed in Yamamoto et al. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 USPQ 459 (1966), 
that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are 
summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness or 
nonobviousness. 
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7. Claims 5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over either Watanabe 
et al or Yamamoto et al each further considered with Nakaoki et al ('632). The ability of having a magnetic 
coil in this environment attached to a flat surface of an appropriate lens for its inherent use is taught by 
the Nakaoki et al reference. 

It would have been obvious to modify the base system of either Watanabe et al or Yamamoto et 
al and use the above teaching from Nakaoki et al in order to use the above lenses taught by the primary 
references in a SIL arrangement wherein the magnetic coil is relied upon as taught by Nakaoki et al. The 
wave front aberration range is disclosed in either of the primary references. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

Suda et al - although Suda et al only provides for a na of .55, the ability of changing such to the 
range claimed is considered an obvious variant. No rejection is made using Suda et al. 

Kawakami et al, describes another plano-convex lens system, but lacking the flat surface 
limitation.
